Air Force 
Bares Attack 
By Chinese 


Bomber And Jets On 
Reconnaissance Trip 
Over Yellow’ Sea 


TOKYO UP — American F 86 
Sabrejets shot down two of eight 
attacking Communist MIG swept- 
wing jet fighters today in the big­ 
gest air battle since the end of 
the Korean War in July, 1953. 
The U.S. Air Force, in a terse 
announcement, reported the Rus­ 
sian-built fighters attacked a U.S. 
RB45 reconnaissance bomber and 
its covering flight of Sabres over 
the Yellow Sea between Korea and 
Red China. 
The announcement, issued by 
Gen. Earle E. Partridge, Far East 
Air Forces commander, did not 
identify by nationality the Red 
jets. Presumably they were Chi­ 
nese Communist. 
There was no word on possible 
American injuries in the battle, 
or on the exact location, but the 
Air Force said no U.S. planes 
were lost. 
The Air Force said the Commu­ 
nist jets “ attacked over interna­ 
tional waters west of Korea this 
afternoon.” 
“The other 
six attackers 
re­ 
turned to Communist territory,** 
(presumably Red China) said the 
terse announcement. 
The Air Force said the RB45 
was “ on a reconnaissance mis- 
mission over the Yellow Sea when 
the four-engined jet bomber was 
attacked 
by 
four 
Russian-built 
MIG15s. At the same time four 
other MIGs attacked the escorting 
jet fighters flying top cover.” 
The Sabres, which ran up a 12-1 
edge over MIGs in the Korean 
War, were from the Fourth Fights 
er-Interceptor W i n g transferred 
from Japan to forward bases in 
Korea during the present For­ 
mosa crisis. 
The incident was similar to one 
slightly over a year ago when 
Sabres 
escorting 
another 
RB45 
over the Yellow Sea shot down 
one MIG after a flight of MIG* 
attacked. 
The RB45 is a fast medium jet 
bomber converted into a reconnais­ 
sance plane loaded with cameras 
and radar search equipment. 
The planes have been flying up 
the coast of Korea outside the 
three mile limit for more than two 
years. They or similar aircraft, 
began such patrols immediately 
after the Korean armistice in the 
summer of 1953 after the end of 
the war agreement barred the Al­ 
lies from flying over north Korea 
itself. 
Today’s air battle was the first 
air incident in the Far East com­

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Asiatics First 


The shock of Peiping's blunt refusal to ease 
political tension over Formosa is the hardest 
blow to western complacency since Japan threw 
its Asiatic weight around before World War II. 


It is hard to realize, despite the western 
setback in Korea, that the Chinese Communists 
are making a studied practice of proving to 
millions of impressionable Asiatics that non- 
Asiatic powers have been put on the defensive 
by China’s new’ m ilitary strength. It is the same 
thing Japan set out to prove when it began to 
preach, “ Asia for Asiatics” in the thirties. 


The United States won no Asiatic friends for 
itself when it defeated the Japanese w ar lords. 
Although it would be comforting to believe the 
Koreans m ight be eternally grateful, t h e r e 
would be no more basis for expecting Syngman 
Rhe to give up his nationalist ambitions than 
there would be for expecting Chiang Kai-shek 
to give up his ambitions. They will cooperate 
with the United States and the United Nations 
only in their own interests. 


The American *people supported their State 
D epartm ent to the limit while it supported 
Chiang on the mainland in a losing battle. They 
now are supporting their government to the 
limit in a policy of supporting Chiang in For­ 
mosa. But they should never forget the pos­ 
sibility of another disappointment. 


It would be utterly naive to overlook the 
fact that Chiang. too, is an Asiatic and will 
bargain just as hard and just as cynically for 
what he wants as Chou En-lai. Syngman Rhee, 
Jaw aharlal Nehru, or* any of the other deter­ 
mined men who aim to wipe out western in­ 
fluence in Asia.

The Depths Of Depravity 


In its final report, the Ohio Narcotics In­ 
vestigation reveals the depths of depravity that 
have been reached by dope peddlers. 


The story of the addicts is the same in case 
after case. As ignorant children, th ey w’ere in­ 
veigled into smoking m arijuana. The next step 
was heroin. 


The physical necessity of taking this narcotic 
to stave off the living death that ensues when 
it is not available forced them to practice every 
form of crim e to obtain more money to buy 
more dope. Young girls were forced into prosti­ 
tution and shop-lifting, boys into burglary and 
crim es of violence. 


All witnesses testified that dope is in abund­ 
ant supply in Ohio. Its distribution is m ade 
easy by addicts, who peddle it tirelessly to 
get what they need for themselves. Never did 
commercial sadists develop a more vicious cir­ 
cle of human suffering and degradation for 
profit. 
The Ohio Narcotics Investigation has been 
under the direction of Attorney General C. Wil­ 
liam O’Neill. It will recommend legislative ac­ 
tion against the dope industry, but even more 
im portant than stiffer law’s is popular awareness 
of what is going on at the expense of children. 
Every child should be taught the sequence of 
dope addiction. First, the m arijuana cigaret, 
then heroin, then the dope habit that drives 
desperate human beings to any lengths to get 
more money to turn over to the most ruthless 
industry on earth. 


A Fake Witness 


The case of Harvey Matusow. who made a 
living as a form er Communist by pointing out 
other Communists to public authorities and now 
seeks a living by admitting he was a liar is 
making official necks red with em barrassm ent 
and anger. 
But before too many conclusions arc jumped 
to that m ay be shaky, it might be well to give 
credit where it’s due. 
Throughout the entire fantastic interlude of 
form er Communists who m ade careers of their 
repentancy, skerries have been challenging their 
credibility on the grounds of previous experi­ 
ences and associations. 
No native American becomes an active sub- 
versiom st without personal cause. For one rea­ 
son or another, he is capable of hating ’ the 
United States enough to want to overthrow its 
government. He is not a person with a normal 
sense of loyalty to his fellow men. 
Believing in .the credibility of such unstable 
people merely because they said they had seen 
the error of their w’avs was dangerous. 
The practice of letting them testify without 
cross-examination also was dangerous. 
Matusow hopes to turn his confession that 
he was a false witness into cash in the sam e 
way he cashed in on his confession that he 
was a form er Communist. He may be the hor­ 
rible example of what can happen when men of 
good faith put too much confidence into men 
who stand convicted of bad faith by their own 
words. Many Americans warned against this 
eventuality—and they apparently were right as 
far as Matusow was concerned. 


A goodly number, perhaps a ma- 1 
jority, of Americans are convinced 
that the vast enterprises of our 
governm ent in behalf of what is 
,called mutual 'security and other 
nam es ought either to be discon­ 
tinued entirely or drastically re­ 
duced. 
Their opinions on the subject 
are based upon a scattering of in­ 
formation, in part from newspaper 
stories and editorials, in part from 
speeches by congressmen and oth­ 
er politicians, and in part from the 
accounts 
of 
travelers 
returned 
from abroad. 
In part they are based upon the 
common 
sense 
conclusion 
that, 
since we seem to be losing rather 
than gaining friends in such coun­ 
tries as Francq. Italy, England, 
and Germany, we have wasted a 
lot of 
money 
intended 
to 
buy 
friends. 
In opposition to these scraps of 
a d v e r s e 
information, 
Ameri­ 
cans 
have been bombarded 
by 
plenty of government propaganda 
intended to enlarge if not to m an­ 
ufacture the glories the successes 
of our foreign spending. Indeed, 
the 
United 
States 
Information 
Agency (USIA* in 1954 asked for 
$204,639 just to tell the American 
people what a fine agency the 
USIA is. 


IF JUST THE $4,639 part of the 
sum could be spent in bringing to 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
American 
people a new book, “ Billions, Blun­ 
ders and Baloney,” by Eugene VV, 
Castle, 
the American taxpayers 
would save a lot of money. This 
account by a m an who has seen 
the 
waste 
of 
American 
money 
abroad and who know’s from ex­ 
perience the ways and wiles of 
propaganda is an excellent short 
sum m ary of the lam entable spec- 
table of our expensive efforts to 
win friends and com bat commu­ 
nism in foreign lands. 
Out of the wealth of informa­ 
tion offered by Castle, I enjoyed 
m ost his account of some of our 
nonm ilitary adventures in France. 
In Paris our payrollers are oc­ 
cupying a dozen impressive build­ 
ings in the heart of the city. Our 
press agents in the USIA occupy 
a block - long chateau which once 
belonged to Baron Rothschild. It is 


as large as the entire Parisian 
diplomatic establishm ent of G reat 
Britain. Across the street from our 
immense em bassy on the Place de 
la Concorde is another big building 
occupied by USIA people. A third 
building, a former de luxe hotel 
in a very fashionable section, is 
the seat of the USIA library. 


IT SEEMS TO BE the habit of 
this strange agency to lodge its 
libraries in places accessible only 
to wbll - heeled Americans who 
are not seeking reading m atter or 
to those foreigners who need no 
conversion. 
In Cairo. Castle says, the USIA 
library is behind a high iron fence 
in 
the 
swank 
area 
where 
the 
American em bassy is located. And 
Egyptian soldiers guard the en­ 
trance night and day. 
A couple of years ago, the Presi­ 
dent said something about “ book- 
burning.” His concern w’as imagin­ 
ary, as Secretary Dulles pointed 
out. 
What he should have mentioned 
is book sequestration and money- 
burning. For these libraries are in­ 
tended for the m asses who might 
be converted to communism. That 
m eans the ordinary folks. As Cas­ 
tle concludes; “ The one thing that 
we do not need in France is m ore 
libraries.” A superb privately - fi­ 
nanced library system has been in 
operation there since 1920. 


THE EMBASSY is loaded with 
dead heads. In the testimony of a 
representative of the State D epart­ 
m ent before an appropriations sub­ 
committee. there was adm itted the 
astonishing fact that there were 80 
m ilitary attaches alone. 
They are paid by the Defense 
D epartm ent and housed by the 
Sta’e D epartm ent, and are not 
clearly responsible to anyone. 
I always thought that a m ilitary 
attache is supposed to get inform a­ 
tion about the m ilitary establish­ 
ment where he is located and send 
what he learns back home. But 
France has little or no establish­ 
ment to spy upon, and certainly 
nothing that would help our De­ 
fense Departm ent. But they look 
fine, 
these officers, 
in 
cocktail

The evil effects of compulsory ’ 
unionization and its im pairm ent of 
civil liberties in 
America 
were 
never 
m ore 
vividly 
illustrated 
than in the latest action of a labor 
union in Pennsylvania which says 
no man can have a job hereafter 
unless he registers for voting. 
W’hether a citizen wishes to vote 
or to refrain from voting has hith­ 
erto been a prerogative that no­ 
body could interfere with. But evi­ 
dently a labor union now can im- j 
pose a penalty and put into effect 1 
what amounts to compulsory vot­ 
ing. 
Although T h e Associated Press 
conveyed this news about what 
was happening at Johnstown, Pa., 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the land earlier this week, one 
hasn’t heard a peep out of the 
so-called “ liberals” who are usual­ 
ly quick to protest whenever any- , 
one mixed up in some way with 
communism is asked an im pertin­ 
ent question by a congressional 
committee. 
Maybe the reason is that modern 
“ liberals” believe in compulsion, 
especially where the process $>f 
invisible government by labor un­ 
ions is involved. 
Recently, 
for 
example, 
they 
have raised 
a 
cry against the 
“ right to work” laws of several 
states, with a dem and for their 
repeal. 


IT 
IS 
UNFORTUNATE 
that 
Pensylvania 
doesn’t 
h a v e 
a 
“ right to work” law. For evident­ 
ly in the Quaker State labor-union 
arrogance has reached the point 
where it now* feels it can even im­ 
pose laws governing the rights of 
the citizen at the public polls and 
take away the right to work. 
It so happens that the AFL Con­ 
struction and General Laborers’ 
Union in Johnstown is headed up 
by Pete Livolsi, who announced the 
action 
which 
will 
affect 
2.900 
m em bers in an ll - county area of 
Southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 
He 
says that he is not interested in 
party affiliation but he wants to 
get the men registered. Now, Liv­ 
olsi, by reason of the dual person­ 
ality set-up in the labor w’orld, is 
also head of a political action com­ 
m ittee which em braces many un­ 
ions in the area. As such, he was 
active in the recent political cam ­ 
paigns. 
It is a short step from telling a 
man he has to register and telling 
him how to vote after he has reg­ 
istered. Many workers fear there 
is some way by which their votes 
can be checked on by the union. 
Never before in America has 
anybody 
dared 
to 
carry 
the 
“ closed shop” doctrine to the point 
of imposing a penalty on a non­ 
voter. Hitherto a m an’s voting or 
non - voting habit has been con­ 
sidered his own private concern, 
but. if it is to be tied to his job 
opportunity, then a new form of 
despotism has arisen to emphasize ‘ 
what compulsory unionization can 
do in free America. 


THE “CLOSED SHOP” was de­ 
clared unlawful by the Taft - Hart- 
ly Act, but a modified form, which 
is called the “ union shop.” is per­ 
mitted. Under this, any man can 
be hired, whether he is or is not 
a m em ber of a union, but at the 
end of a short time, usually 30 
days, he m ust make up his mind 
to join the union or the employer 
is obliged to fire him. He may 
have conscientious objections to 
the joining of a labor union, but 
he will lose his job if he does not 
abide by the dictation of the union. 
There are m any persons who are 
not entitled to vote because they 
have not lived in the United States 
long enough or have not applied 
early enough to become citizens. 
Are they to be debarred f r o m 
working just because they have 
not had time to achieve their citi­ 
zenship? 


WHAT IT ALL adds up to is a 


form of coercion which the Taft- 
Hartley Act and many state laws, 
like the Pennsylvania Labor Rela­ 
tions Act, were designed to elim­ 
inate. Nobody ever thought a “ un­ 
ion shop” rule could be used to 
cover anything but m em bership in 
a union. 
If the State of Pennsylvania or 
the federal government wants to 


pass a law requiring all citizens to 
register for voting, that is under­ 
standable. But no private organi­ 
zation like a labor union ought to 
have the economic power to deny 
a job opportunity to anybody. Hir­ 
ing ought always to b : a m anage­ 
m ent function. For m anagem ent 
takes the risks and deserves the 
right to choose its employes.

Meanwhile, the British, through 
their unions, will attem pt to whip 
up m ass working class sentim ent— 
and great and loud outcries for 
such a global patent medicine cure- 
all. 
Already, unions in England — at 
je^ plants, no less — and in Canada 
—at the CIO’s United Auto Work­ 
ers local in General Motors — are 
officially demanding that we keep 
our noses out of the Oriental tent. 
There has been an effort to stir 
American labor into an up-from- 
the grass-roots roar for peace at 
Mao Tse-tung’s price. This got no­ 
where inside the AFL, which went 
on record last September to “ spare 
no efforts to prevent the admis­ 
sion of the foreign - imposed Mao 
Tse-tung regime into the U.N.” 


THE AFL WAS even against any 
sort of long truce. It spoke out 
against “ All moves which aid its 
< Peiping’s* consolidation and mili­ 
tary build-up.” 
This disturbed the British. They 
had hoped the AFL would take a 
softer line — somewhat like the 
CIO’s, whose foreign experts fought 
for recognition of Red China be­ 
hind-the-scenes of their December 
convention. 
lf you had looked close at the 
backstage people at the CIO par­ 
ley in Los Angeles last December, 
you would have noticed the im­ 
perturbable British being perturb­ 
ed for a fleeting moment. T h e 
British, like some other nations. 


have an observer at the national 
labor conventions. 
His 
nam e 
is 
Archie Gordon, a much respected 
chap. 
Gordon approached one of the 
top CIO officials at the convention 
and the conversation 
ran 
some­ 
thing like this: 
“ If the AFL and the CIO m erge 
soon, whose foreign policy will pre­ 
dominate — t h e AFL’s .or the 
CIO’s?” Gordon queried. 
“The AFL’s will,” was the flat 
and authentic reply. 
“ That’s bad,” 
the 
Englishman 
retorted, “ very bad!” 
Obviously, the British 
did 
not 
want the AFL’s tough anti-Peiping 
policy to become the line for erne 
labor confederation of 15 million 
American workers. 


THE BRITISH WOULD have pre­ 
ferred that American labor’s for­ 
eign policy be written by Victor 
Reuther, the CIO’s top foreign pol­ 
icy-maker. Victor was the leader 
in the fight at the CIO parley for 
recognition and trade with the Iron 
Curtain bloc. 
The fight becam e so bitter last 
December that the steel workers 
leader 
Dave 
McDonald 
finally 
warned Victor “ to keep hands off 
the CIO resolutions.” 
So it appears as inevitable os 
the first baseball come spring, the 
AFL will speak for American labor 
if there is a m erger. It will fight 
right down the line against any 
compromise with the Communist 
world. 
This will be a global fight. AFL 
president George Meany himself 
will lead the federation’s delega­ 
tion to the sessions of the non­ 
com m unist, 60-million-member In­ 
ternational Confederation of Free 
Trade 
Unions 
in 
Vienna 
t h i s 
spring. Victor Reuther will lead 
the CIO group, because his brother, 
W alter, W’ill be tied 
up 
in 
his 
guaranteed annual wage campaign. 
The truly powerful voice of U.S. 
trade unionism will 
be 
M eany’s 
telling the world — from a spot 
next door to all the Russias — that 
his working people want no ap­ 
peasem ent. 


In Purple Trunks 


Cauliflower ears can now figure in interstate 
commerce. A battered nose, 
while 
obtained 
from Rocky M arciano, can come under the 
Sherm an Act. The Supreme Court, showing up 
in gym Costume, held a special sports session 
and announced decisions chiefly notable for the 
fact the justices showed no aversion w hatever 
to TV wrestlers. Under one decision beak-busting 
becomes susceptible to anti-trust laws. 
The high court then switched to “ the show 
must go on" mood and allowed a speaking 
role in the American theater to Mr. Sherm an. 
It held that there can be Sherman Act monop­ 
olies there, other than the Victor Borge one- 
man piano show and Sharkey the Seal. 


Millions who have been watching boxing on 
TV knew punches were landing everywhere ex­ 
cept on the contestants but they hardly expected 
them to land inside the U.S. Supreme Court, 
although they realized, from all the clinching, 
that there was plenty of “ interlocking.” One 
thing is clear: The jurists cam e out fighting. 
From now on our court rooms will take on 
something of the aroma of resin, wet leather 
and liniments as litigation begins. Stillm an’s 
Gym is reported full of lawyers, all skipping 
rope in a determ ination to be in the pink for 
whatever may come, and especially prepared 
for the announcement: “Tile contestant in the 
white trunks is Attorney Jerom e X. Jazzbo.” 
(Along Jacobs Beach, New York feeling runs 
high, with some sharp dem ands that the Su­ 
prem e Court be censured by Congress.) 
Lower court jurists had previously held that 
neither the fight game nor the theater world 
cam e under the Sherman Act. This m ay m ean 
these jurists will lose their fight ratings and 
have to start all over in Golden Gloves contents. 


The theater ruling is directed chiefly at big 
theater chains, but Broadway and Hollywood 
are wondering if it m ay not also take in book­ 
ing officers, agents, movie companies and per­ 
haps Jackie Gleason, who. by the latest fi­ 
nancial page reports, seems to have established 
himself as bigger than Standard Oil which was 
once fined 40 million dollars under the Sherm an 
Act. (Even Lindy’s and Sardi’s m ay be vulnera­ 
ble. since they often seem to have all the ham 
supply.) 
Certainly, the modern musical show is a com* 
bination in restraint of comedians or 
belly- 
laughs. And who can say TV has not bottled 
up all the ballet dancers? The court’s failure 
to mention wrestling panels baffles us, also. 
(H aven’t the jurists been tuning into these bouts 
or can it be they like ’em 0) 
There is sharp action ahead, however, in the 
m atter of boxing and theaters. We think the 
courts should have somebody counting at the 
knockdowns and that all the judges should 
come in at an agreed weight. 


Justices Frankfurter and Minton dissented in 
the boxing decision, holding that a pug carrying 
a sweater, shorts and gloves from Chicago to 
Pittsburgh is not an interstate carrier. They 
seem to overlook the fact he m ay also be carry­ 
ing the script. These two justices are the heroes 
of the promotors and many fighters, however, 
Madison Square Garden, we hear, 
thinks 
Frankfurter is entitled to a rem atch with Ju s­ 
tice W arren, and we look for bronze statues of 
both Frankfurter and Minton in the G arden as 
w’ell as those of Dempsey arid Tunney.

Holes In The Ice 
There may be “ holes through 
G reenland” that are unsuspected 
passageways between east a n d 
west. 
The great icecapped Arctic is­ 
land, during the past few years 
recognized as a land of enormous 
strategic im portance, stands as a

im penetrable 
barrier 
across the shortest route between 
the old and new worlds for any 
sort of sea transportation. 
Now it m ay be necessary to 
modify this idea, says Dr. Svend 
Frederiksen, a native G reenlander 
and a m em ber of the faculty of 
the Arctic Institute of the Catholic 
University of America. Recent ex­ 
plorations, 
especially 
those 
of 
French expeditions, now indicate 
that the Greenland icecap, a mile 
or more thick, m ay cover not one 
but several islands with passages 
between them through which it 
would be easy for a ship to pass 
if the ice did not stand in the 
way. 
Indication of the passageways 
comes from echo-sounding meas­ 
urements through the ice.

This is usually when I have a 
difficult problem to solve or an 
im portant decision to m ake, and of 
course I ask G od’s help. It is such 
a wonderful thing to be in p a rt­ 
nership with God. I don’t w orry 
any m ore, and I am not unhappy 
because I know th a t God is with 
m e, and the difficulties w h i c h 
troubled m e have actually proved 
to be assets.”

Bricker Spurs Drive 
For Dillon Funds 


WASHINGTON UP — A rm y en­ 
gineers were requested today to 
assist in a plea for federal money 
to resume work on Dillon Reser­ 
voir near Zanesville. Ohio. 
Sen. Bricker <R-Ohio> asked Maj. 
Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, chief of 
engineers, to review the project in I 
order to make an “ appropriate! 
recom m endation” to the adminis­ 
tration. 
In a letter, Bricker pointed out 
that President Eisenhower’s bud-; 
get asked for two million dollars 
for Dillo last year. Congress failed, 
to allot the money. This year, J 
there was no request regarding 
Dillon. 
“ I believe,” wrote Bricker, “that* 
it is essential that the government 
protect the $9,200,000 investment in 
Dillon Reservoir.” 
Bricker mailed a copy of his let­ 
ter to Rowland Hughes, director of 
the budget. He asked that Dillon 
be included in the supplemental j 
budget due later in this session of 
Congress. 
The new congressman represent­ 
ing the Zanesville district. Rep. 
Henderson <R-Ohio>, told Sturgis 
in a letter that action is needed 
on Dillon because: 
1. “The danger of floods in the 
Licking River area has not been 
elim inated.” 
2. Money spent on partly com­ 
pleted work would be “ wasted.” 
3. “ Landowners and people living 
in the vicinity of the project are 
in an indefinite status, uncertain 
as to whether they can rem ain or 
m ust move.” 
People in the arca, said Hender­ 
son, are “overwhelmingly” in favor 
of the project.
